The old record of 22.250 feet for 
light planes was held by Paul Ba ti­ 
mer. of Germany, and had with­ 
stood assault since July 8, 1927 
Zimmerley carried two barographs, 
one registering 27,800 feet and the 
other 26,900 feet. 
The record will 
not become official until the instru­ 
ments have been checked by the 
National Aeronautic association and
